how to he relieved of a. great strain. 
Perhaps he has not been conscious 
of that strain. But it was a, combina- 
tion of shyness and caution.and great 
modesty. 
Placed in office by 'the 


hand of Providence, he felt a respon- 


j» sibility to follow in the footsteps of 
v another. 
Appointments were to a 


large extent guided by committments 
made by his predecessor. Inaugura- 
tion may be four months away buS 
to all Intents and purposes the second 
term of President Coolidge began this 
week. 
The ceremony on March 4, 


•will be of only technical and historical 
importance. 
-For President Coolidge 


Is turning toward his tasks with a 
feeling- that henceforth he must ful- 
fill the pledges of his campaign. 
Greatest among these pledges was 


a promise to practice economy. Fore- 
most among tlie impressions of Calvin 
Coolidge among the voters generally 
was one that emphasized his thrift. 
Ills life-time habit of careful expen- 
diture. It has remained with him in 
the White House. It was the basis 
of his many vetoes in the last session 
of congress. 
He had been advised 
that more votes are obtained by satis- 
fying the demands of members of con- 
gress rfor. compensation to their con- 
stituents in one form 
or 
another 
whether it was an increase in pay to 
the postal service or veterans pen- 
sions but Mr. Coolidge chose to be- 
lieve the -wiser policy in the long- run 
was to veto any proposed expenditure 
If it was not Justified. 
There prob- 


ably "will be an Increase in pay to 
the postal clerks. It seems to be ad- 
mitted on all sides that the clerks 
are under-paid but the question that 
has to be solved is from what source 
the-increased -revenue is to be obtained 
•—from increased rates on parcel post 
or second class matter or a revision 
of all postal rates. 
FINANCES ARE HEALTHY 
Government finances are in splendid 


shape. The new tax 
law has not 
brought a deficit but a surplus. "Will 
congress give the American people the 
benefit of lower taxes or will it insist on 
spending the surplus? President Coo- 
Ildge's leadership on this issue will be 
revealed in the message now being pre- 
pared for the December session of 
congress. Mr. Coolidge promised ear- 
lier in the year to continue his efforts 
for tax revision. It is unlikely that he 
will forget. 
There are some glaring 


inequities in the present law.. The 
president did not feet justified in veto- 
ing the whole law to secure a revision 
ofjr-any portion o£ it. 
A campaign 


was ahead and he couldn't imperil tax 


i relief by a. veto. But now the situation 
has chang-ed. Even with a, congress in 
which the LaFollette radicals hold the 
balance of power, for they remain in 
office until next March, the president 
can if he choses present a measure 
for amendment of the present act anc 
some of the insurgent 
Republican; 


rnny not bo as anxious to oppose Mr. 
Coolidge as they were several months 
ago. The election returns may have 
had a salutary effect 
on those who 


would obstruct merely for individual 
or partisan advantage. 
With reference to the present tax 


law, there will be somo 
Interesting- 


data sought from the treasury ns to 
the productivity of the now rates. It 
would not be surprising to find that 
the real reason for the surplus is not 
the lower rates at all but the enforce- 
ment of the law. Several now admin 
Istratix-e provisions were inserted by 
the treasury In the last law based 
upon experience 
with evasions and 


avoidance. Many loopholes have been 
plugged. Even hnd the old lf'22 rates 
remained on tho statute books there 
would have been incrensod re/venues 
duo to improved administration. There 
is also the improvement in business 
conditions to be taken into account. 
Unquestionably there will bo another 
drive for tax revision and economy in 
government expenditure. It's the big- 
gest issue of tho moment next to nn 
agricultural program 
and President 


Coolidgo will have something to say 
on both when ho sends Ills message 
to congress and presents the budget 
for the next fiscal year.

ITLTRAVIOLET RAf. 


Two types >f flppn.rt.is sre used to geneiale ultra- 


violet light for therapuetic 01- remedial purposes. 
One is an air cooled' mercury vapor lamp having a 
quartz lense. The other is a water cooled mercury 
amp. The aid cooled apparatus is perhaps suitable 
'or superficial conditions; the water cooled lamp 
.s better adapted for deeply seated lesions. The 
.ayman should not be confused or befuddled by ths 
common name given a toy that has been popular- 
zed of late years, the so called "violet ray" outfit. 
Ultarviolet ray or light is colorless. 
This "violet 


ray" is really without any known remedial value. 
The term ultarviolet means beyond the violet ray 
in the spectrum, in the region of the invisible 
shorter wave lengths, and it is these ultarviolet 
rays that produce the chemical action in photos 
raphy, the burning and tanning of the skin from 
sunlight and most of the rsmedUJ effects of sun- 
light. Direct sunlight is rich- in ultraviolet rays. 
It is this ultraviolet light winch acccmnts tor the 
remarkable cures of tuberculosis in the Kollier or 
sun- bath^treatment, which Is now used with saccsFs 
n sanitoriums iLroush.nit the country.

portant than her dresses, she was con- 
sidered a freak by the other girls, and 
heavily sat on by the married women. 


"The war offered the opportunity at 


the psychological moment for woman 
fo find her freedom.

problems that she has to face arise 
trom the fact that she still is obliged 
to conform to certain standards that 
were intended for a totallv diffeient 
creature, the woman of yesterday.
